By a vote of nine to three, the com- 

Clttee voted down a iiroiiositioii lO 
lae a call for a platform conven- 
tion to bo hold before the primary, 
and tboro waa no talk of holdlns 
■uch conTontlon after the primary. 

Plana heretofore adopted to hold 
the primary on May 27 w rc olianK- 
^d so as to have the iiiiinary on .July 
i 1. and an official call for that date 
waa adopted. This provides that 
all reglatered Demoerats and inde- 
pendents may vote at the primary 
and hftvi' a hand In splcrtlnK the 
Mt-mocratic candidates for State of- 
fices. 

The committee fixed fifteen days 
before July 1 as the time limit for 
the entrlea to ilose in the primary, 
but urited all-candldatea to file no- 
ti ." of .Mitry at least thirty days be- 
fore Juiy'^'"" • , 

Prior to I 111" rommlttpp meeting 
Friday, It was genefally believed 
that an effort would be made to re- 
Yjetnd the former astlon of tbe com- 
^ mittee to MffllnsU by •,8Mto pri- 
mary, but tho eoBTonUmi' a<^VQ««t«s, 
tindlng themselves In the iMilbirlt^, 
nhanilont'd the plan. 

Jiidfte Allle Young, over the long 
distance telephone, announced he 
would not enUr the Rub«rnatorlal 
race as long as Boaator UeCreary re- 
mained a candidate. MfOrsarx has 
no Idea of <|dltting the raoo. 

The backbone of the convention 
advocates was broken when Sam T. 
8paldlng, committeeman from the' 
• Fourth district, who had been cham- 
pioning the convention Idea, receiv- 
ed a long telegram from Ben John- 
^vS<>n, from Washington, urging him 
to stand by the primary, in behalf of 
^'Ollle M. James, for TTnlted States 
Senator. The effort to call off the 
prlmarv was mainly from the oppon- 
ents of Mr. James. When SpaldlnK 
changed over, they acknowiedfced 
thsir defsat aad Uirov up tho 
HMnge. 

At a meeting of tho eommlttso two 
weokB ago, this attempt was also de- 
feated. 

It wn« annoiinoed this would be 
tl-e last meetlrn of the committee 
until July 20. when a meeting will 
be held to count the vote in the prf 
msrv snd deelara tho rwuU. 

It Is the belief of many that a plat- 
ir.' TTi convention will be held In Juiy.

This morning his brother had gone 
Into tha kltehea to prepare break- 
fast, when be heard tha report ot the 
rifie and went Into the adjoining 
room to find his brothar lying tha 
floor dead. 

Keller had been confined to his 
bed with typhoid fever, and this is 
said to bo tho canaa ot hia dospoad- 
o»oy.

Definite announcement as to 
whether t'onnri'ssinan A. (). Stanley 
win enter the race for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor of 
Kentucky in the primary Is expected 
this week. TMegrama were reealved 
from him yesterday stating that he 
will arrive here Wednesday from 
Washington and will Immwdlately 
Into conference with his |>olitlcal 
friends from various parts of the 
State to discuss the question of his 
entering the field. | 

From the nature ot some of the 
messages received by Louisville 
friends It Is generally believed that 
Mr. Stanley will shortlv make a for- 
mal niiiiouiiiement of liis as|iira- 
tlons. In fact, one of his closet politi- 
cal advisers said last night that he 
did not think lifere waa any doubt 
but that tho Soeoad atatrlet Repre- 
sentative WQuld be in the race with- 
in less than a weelc. The conference 
to lie held by .Mr. Stanlcv upon hia 
arrival In I.ouis\ille Wedni-sdav 
moriilni; will he attended. It Is said, 
by political leaders from practically 
every Coagreasloaal diatrtet la Ken- 
tucky. 

For the purpose of discussing the 
political situation In Kentucky In 
general, and in some districts In par- 
ticular, in order to be in a i)os1tlon 
to present all of the facts to Mr. 
Stanley at the conference, several of 
his advisers held a confaranca yaa- 
terday afternoon. Thia maotlag. It 
was loaraod laat night, waa attendeil 
by leaders from th« Second. Fourth, 
Fifth and one or two other districts. \ 
and all of those present. It Is said, \ 
left the meeting enthusiastic over 
the chances they believe Mr. Stanley 
would haVd In the primary. 

From olU( who attended tha doa- 
ference It waa' Isiaraed . that at tha 
meeting Wednesday Mr. Stanley will 
be asked to make the race for the 
nomination and to make his formal 
announcement that day. In a letter 
received from Mr, Stanley during the 
past Week he practically agreed, It 
Is said, to enter. Ralattva to tha 
conference to be held . by him Wed- 
nesday and to Ms attitude on mak- 
ing a fl^ht for the nomination, the 
c!osln;x paragraph In Mr. Stanley's 
letter ssld; 

"I can assure you that I shall be 
guided, not by any personal prefer- 
ence or personal ambition, but with 
an ayo single to the good of tbe 
Democratic parir. and that aloae."

coin riliiition of $1,(M»0 telegraplied 
from Heading. Pa., were stowed 
ftway by longsboremea, who loaded 
the relief ahip free of charge. 

Tbo cargo of tha Qafqird, valued 
at $.50,000. and contributed by or- 
ganizations and citizens from all 
parts of the I'nited States, will keeii 
Sft.htMl 8tarvln>: Chinese Alive until 
harvest next June. A great crowd 
was at tha dock to see the Buford 
get away. Aa hour befora sailing 
time religious services under the 
auspices of the Christian Herald 
were held aboard the ship. Rvery 
denomination in the city was re ire- 
sented. and a delegation was present 
from the Chinese Consulate. 

The Commercial Club will contin- 
ue Ita campaign- for- funds. Tha eom- 
mlttee haa been advised that tlOO.- 
000 will be needed In the next thirty 
days. This is In addition to the pro- 
visions taken by the Muford. 

ContrlbuticiiiB of supplies sent too 
late to be loaded on the Huford are 
being ' received.

Hankow. China. March 4. — Twen- 
ty-one persons were trampled to 
death at Sha-Vang. Ihiapel Province, 
to-day. when ^ horde of starving 
Chinese fought for food, which the 
missionaries were attempting to dis- 
tribute. A great many others ware 
injured. 

The worV of relief Is attended 
with peril to those who have taken 
suiiplies into i|ie famine itisti-irts, as 
the natives in many instances are 
mad with ili'iiriv.nf iotis 

To-day a considerable amount of 
food stuff waa received bv the mis- 
sionaries, who immediately planned 
a systematic distribution. Their 
work was hardly begun when thous- 
anils of starving men. women and 
i i.iMien swooped down upon the 
supply depot. 

A riot which could not be con- 
trtdled followed. Each fought for 
himself, and the weaker went down 
nnd were ruthlessly trampled. The 
fighting continued as long as there 
appearj'd to lif anytllin^' to t!i;ht for. 
The misslonaiii's \m tc licl|iless. 

Th»- w lmli. i inpiTc liMs li. c'l sMii'l,-. 
en with famine and the plague. I'^r- 
haps nether before in the past :<ori 
years has such a combination of dis- 
aster laid Its hand on the people. 
Millions are acinally Starving to 
ileath. Tens of thousands are III, 
and plague vlninis are cminted bv 
hundreds. The superstltiotis of tfie 
people in the rural and Interior dl*- 
tricts lay them open to the ravagea 
of the bubonic plague snd starva- 
tion. There are few. If any, forelga- 
ers In the Interior. 

What Is known to tin- outsi'le wmld 
of the horrible sutferlnts. missionn-- 
lea here sav, baffles description. 
There are piles of bodies of th» 
starving In every city. It is counted 
as one of the world's most disastrous 
famines.

The amount Involved in the trans- 
action the parties to It refused to 
give out, but It is known that It la 
several thousand dollars. 

The Fern Hill Coal coin|i;niv Ikis 
holdings aggregating about tTii.tiuo. 
Its mineral rights consist of .*>KTV^ 
acres, and lU coal tipple Is on West 
Third street. The company waa own- 
ed liv I,. Newman nirk. O. 1, Tinder 
and .Mrs. Crace Adams Unrrance. 
The deal with Mr. Morton involves 
the entire Interest o' Mrs. l»ur- 
rance and one-half tbe Interest of 
Mr. Tinder, who owned one-third of 
the stock In the corporation, which 
gives Mr. Morton a half Interest In 
the property. Mr. B^rk did not de- 
pose of his hdldums. anil will still 
retain his position as loesident of 
the company. 

It is underttoo4l that an operating 
company will be formed within a few 
days, and will lease tbe Fern Hill 
Coal company, with Mr. Morton bav- 
ins entire charge of the oneratlon of 
the mines. Mr. Tinder will be man- 
ager of the otflce at the tipple. 

.Mr. Morton has been In the coal 
buainess for a number of years at 
Drakeaboro. aad only recently sold 
his businoaa kaowa aa tha Loulavllla « 
and Atlantic Coal eompaay to eapl- 
ulists in West Virginia aad Taaaaa

tbe directors so offending shall be 
iolntly and severally Irdlvldually liar 
hie to the creditors and Rfockhold- 
ers for any loss or damage resulting 
from this violation, and if any such 
losses or damai;es be not mad^food 



Frankfort, Ky,, March 4, — Assess-

Three 
other prisoners were tied to stakes 
In the burning buildings and were 
burnod wttfi their captora.

You know the deplorable rural 
educational conditions In Kentucky 

aa well as I do. therefore It Is tiot 
necessary to enlarge upon them 
here. The necessity for comprehen- 
alyely remedying them ia urgent and 
inalataat. It is aaaUy tha flrat and 
moat important qaaotioa to ba taken 
up and preaaed to a aolntioa aa rap- 
Idlv as human action can cope with 
the condltiors. A complete revolu- 
tion in the system for the rural 
school must be devised and put into 
a procaaa of oparatton. 

I venture to outline tha aeheme 
that T have thought out aa beat I can 
for your consideration. We ought 
to liave the State system so organis- 
ed by counties that a boy or girl in 
the remotest districts would have 
a clear way to reach hla or her high- 
eat capacity. Tha moat alaatntal 
aehoolhonae gronnda ard e^alpment 
ought to represent a sane and reas- 
onable practical plant suited to the 
olijeLl inteuiied - p'ia> giounds. 

schoo garden, a reaaonable 
amount of elemental agriealtur- 
al training, with manual train- 
ing for tha boy and domeatlc 
acience Cor tha girla. There 
will alwaya be some small schools, 
hut the small schools ought to have 
within their llmitatiors as good at- 
tention and care as the larger ones. 
There will then be needed an addi- 
tional atep. aay aoma intamadlate 
achoola of three to four rooma. Then 
we should have in each educational 
division of the county one large con- 
solidated school* carrying all the 
crades, and also a three to four High 
School course.

It Is ab- 
solute follv to expect t)e8t re- 
snlta in this way. Then the 
elected by the County Board of Ed- 
ucation for an iadatormiaata term, 
and be ahould haVa a aaiary tltat 
wUI eommaad abilities for the place, 
and abonid have ofTice expensea pro- 
vided that would enable him to go 
about and attend to his business, 
which Is to see that the schools are 
conducted In a maaner whereby the 
children may bava tha boat ragalts 
from tha large aaina of moaay pro- 
vided In their behalf.

By far tho most exciting: pergonal 
transacHon that orctirrpd amoiiK tho 
llntt san*ratiou of American staioa- 
mn. mai poUtlciap-s. was the fatal 
•neovdlar bttwara Col. Aaron Burr, 
at tho ttao Vleo PraaldoBt of tho 
Unltea IBUtea, aatf Con. Alexander 
Hamilton, Tormeriy lecretary of the 
Treasury, on July 11, 1S04. In this 
affair of honor Hamilton was the 
Victim. Tnft scarcely lea* so Burr, for 
tbo latter waa killed politically^ waa 
drtran late oxllo and acrom his name 
waa-atampod a alnater blot vhlch 
remaink to this day In splt^ of the 
many attempts at whltewasliliiK. 

The tragedy at Weehawken, N. J., 
had la It erary element of pathos. 
Bmllton was youAg, a« stetesmen 
" go — only forty-seTan. He had an 
ndored wife and a houseful of chil- 
dren, with whom he waa living hap- 
pily on the stately pranKe overlook- 
int? tlie Hudson river In the neigh- 
borhood of Fort CeorRe, on whoae 
lawn he had planted thirteen gum 
trees In manory of the thirtMB 
Stetea he loved ao well. 

The roung r(»pt'b)lc needed him 
bndlv. Hp was not an autocrat, and 
a lover (■! pcaip rather liian trouble. 
And Inst l,i)t imt li iist, he was no 
believer In dueling. He had lost a 
son In that way. He was forced 
against his principles by Burr's chal- 
lenge to participate In a murderous 
( (inihat and would not attempt to lire 
ni tlip adversary wbose first bullet 
niortallv wounded him. It Is Im- 
possible to underestimate the share 
this fact played In the general iBdIg* 
nation -■ga:inst Burr. 

Prtnrilptes vrers daar to the men 
T>f "TG; a pasilonato ravnlalon agatnat 
all constraint of conscience was the 
very seed and heart of the npw fruit 
of liberty, and at a time when duel- 
law ruled Europe and scuiety un- 
qnestiotted, the bold American "plain 
people" called the daath of HaaUltoa 
^rommon murder. 

The animosity between Burr and 
Hamilton, as the leaders respectively 
x>t the two great political parties, waa 
very bitter. Burr always seemed to 
be looking for some excufe to bring 
on a conflict with Hamilton. H^ 
Anally found such In letters written 
"by a lealove partlaan In whieh it 
Btated that Hamilton bad spoken of 
Burr as a dangeroua man, and the 
writer added that he co\ild detail a 
still more despicable opinion which 
General Hauiltoa had expressed of 

HI'. Mu-r. 

T^pon this .latter passage Burr 
seised as the means of forcing Ham- 
ilton to tight. H* wrote to Hamli- 
toa, demanding to know what was 
referred to. He received n reply 
which he claimed was evasive. Wil- 
liam I'. Van Ness was chosen by 
Burr to deliver the challenfre. The 
date was set. The duelists met at 
tbe basinet of the Boeiety of Cincin- 
nati, of wbleb Hamilton was presl- 
<Sent and Burr a member, several 
(lavs before the duel, bot neither reo* 

oe-nhed the other. 

The fatal ninrnli'K canip. Burr 
arrived first and Hamilton followed 
soon after. The seconds marked the 
dlstapeo. the dueOiite took their posl- 
tiotta avd at the eemmaad of "pre- 
sent" of the Hamilton second, both 
parties presented and fired in suc- 
cession. The fire of Burr took effpet, 
Hamilton sprang upon his toeo with 
a convulsive movement, reeled a 
llttlf towards the heights, at which 
moBont he Involuntarily discharged 
his pistol, and then Tell headlong 
nnon his face and remained motion- 
less upon the ground. His ball 
rustled amonjf the branches seven 
feet aliovp the head of his antagonist 
ard four feet wide of him. 

Burr heard It. looked un and saw 
where it had severed a twig. Look- 
ing at Hamilton, be beheld him fall- 
ing and advanced toward him with 
a manner and gesture that appeared 
to be expressive of regret, hut with- 
out speaklng.tumed about and with- 
drew. No further communication 
took place between the principals. 
Burr crossed In his barge to New 
York pnd Hamilton was Irame away 
tenderly In, the arms of hi* seconds 
to Ins home. Re expired th« follow- 
ing day, ^ 

Tlie death of this illustrious states- 
man waa universally deplored as a 
national calamity second only to that 
of M^aahlmtoa himself. The Indlg-

one equally as terrible, that of vivi- 
section on hunian bodies supposed to 
he dead. 

The widespread discussion is caus- 
ed, of course, by the French Acade- 
my's Indorsement of the work of Dr. 
Jeard, of Marseilles, who showed 
by proof that annually several per- 
sons in France die on the operating 
table after having been declared 
dead, or are buried alive. The doi 
tor's observation and strictures aiv 
mainly directed against the i)ubllc 
hospitals, most of them admlnister- 
pd l)v church orKanir.ations. 

In Prance, be reminds us, ))hy8l- 
cians are not obliged to investigate 
the death of persons said to be dead 
in hospitals. They merely sign the 
report of death made hv tho nurse, 
whereupon the body Is given over to 
burial or vi\isectic>n. Ilr. ,Teprd 
brings proof of In such rases in his 
own town, giving nanie>^ ami dates, 
tbe correcineas uf wiilch are wt- 
knowledged by the Academy of 
Sciences. *
